Not long after the appearance of Whitewash IV, which includes the Warren Com- 
missioa' s 1/27/64 executive session transcript, I began to get phone calls from a 
man with a heavy Russian accent. *e talked about cooing here and never did. Ee 
talked about Nosenko constantly. I do not retail any Bore constant expression of 
hatred. 1 did not raise the Nosenko matter with him. £e did with me, clearly to 
1 my thinking. Without mentioning any oritiosm of John Barron he was bitter 
about what Barron wrote about Nosenko. I found it all strange because there appeared 
to be no reason for his calling me and trying to influence me. I still hsve no idea 
how ha knew of ray interest at that time or that I would be going this way in my 

writing and inquiries. He was not familiar with my writing or my books, which added 

cxysxx my stery. I perceived and he disclosed no way he bad of knowing of mo. 

On one of his calls, whan ha a gate* mentioned coming hers and I believed hs would 
not I suggested that we might meet in Rockville on a day I had tc bo there. I tnink ho 

had earlier indick ted that he lived in the Wheaton area. He liked the idea and kepi the 

appointment. We met in iiechinger's, with Whitewash IV serving to identify me. We 
did some shopping together - he got ox* vegetable seeds, saying ha hud a e-inll back- 
yard garden, and I got a great buy in a dumping trailer suitable for use with a riding 
mower. (Half price or less, last of a line being cleared out.) Tfcio was in February 
1975. Uy recollections are clear. Including of him. I am sure I could recognize a 
photo if there is one I can see. 

We had lunch in a Join| adjoln/lng “echinger'B and that, too, was all seasoned 
with hie venom about Nosenko. The man is hung up like not even a Garrison gets hung 
up end it ia all Kooemko* 

1 respected his wishes and did not do what would have bean eitfplo, get his 
tag number as he drove off. Now I’m aorry baeguoe a snore perfect description of my 
recollection and impression of this man than Hart gave I can't conceive. 

Aside from Ids emotional makeup he io about ny height and then was plump and 
round -faced, full-feced. Perhaps a bit heavier than I then was, about 200, although 
this may be score impression than fact. Good oonrnnd of English and well out in on 
where what dcfectore/exilee were working. Bs cautioned one who was an NIH translator. 

Well dressed, with a modish cloth hat, something like a tweed pattern and a email feather. 

I think it ia not impossible that he was used by the CIA for ono of the early 
Oswald/KGB exploits.

I have two Kosenko FOIA requests all not complied with by a number of agecnies# 
Noeenko is at the center of one of tsy cases now before the court of appeals in a very 
interesting if not important context# One is more than three years old v the other 
dates to just prior to the appearance of Legend and was repeated with more detail 
after publication# Total stonewalling, no pun intended# 

Onoo the staff report was made public I asked jim to phone the CIA and the 
oocm&ttoo to ask for copies# The CIA refused to sot without a written FOIA request, 
believe it or not with a public record, and Jim never got through to Blakey, who 
runs the committee because ^tokea would not apt, referring Jim to Blakey# I doubt 
either will went mo to have this report so if you can when you are up there again 
will you please get one for me? My present interest is limit to FOIA uses because 
there is no possibility of any present writing# 

This need will exist with whatever the committee puts out about Mexico City 
on Monday# I have old FOIA requests on that going back tb 19 75 also, again with a 
number of non-oomplyiiv; agencies# 

\at night a friend told me of taking in a Stokea-Preyor appearance, eho thought 
on the Today ohorw juat before these hearings began# Her recollection is that Preyor 
madn it oxplioit that the oonoittro's central purpose was to e*id rumors that thare 
were any legitimate questions about either assassination# e offered the opinion 
that they had already succeeded* (Q#E#D.)
